In  citiee,  the  library 
fund  oonnata  of  ft  awn  not  to  aaooed  |60  for  every  1,000  children  or  fraction  thereof,  between 
the  agea  ot  flva  and  MronteaB  yawa.  Undar  thi»  plan,  nothing  it  left  to  local  initifttive  and 
a  libmry  ii  actually  weured  for  ewy  adMoL  The  Utoat  aditttton  to  the  rnnka  al  thoaa 
following  the  mandatory  plan  ia  the  North-Weat  Terrltoriea.  In  1901,  ft  aaetion  embodied 
is  dw  IMmH  OrantH  Ordinance  waking  it  compulsory  on  the  part  of  all  diatricta  to  expend  a 
,n,nf  mm  aamaily  for  the  pwvbaae  of  booka.  The  lection  reada  na  follow* :— '<  The  Board  of 
eTerydfatrict»eoWnKftgrantnndardnnBa8olaaetloB3hereof  .hall  expend  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  such  grant  in  oach  and  every  year  on  the  parohaae  of  hooks  for  a  lofaaol  Ubraiy,  and 
■ttch  boika  ahall  be  lelected  from  a  lUt  ftuthoriwd  and  fnmiabed  by  the  DepartaMnt" 

TbriiowwliatlMa1»enaoeiMBplUwd  is  iDMnnwiaat  it  need  only  be  mentioned  that  the 
estimate  of  granU  under  this  head  for  1901,  to  275  aehooh,  waa  l^m-OS.  One-half  ol  this 
amount,  or  12,677.46,  roust,  last  year,  have  been  expended  in  wocuringUbrariea  for  the  idioob 
of  the  North-Weat  Even  before  the  passing  of  the  Ordinance  referred  to,  105  districts  had 
provided  lifacariea  eootftinii^  aome  4,229  volumea,  and  aU  bcoaf^t  aboat  by  the  aaoeeMful 
eHbrta  ol  taadiera  aHva  to  the  importonoa  o#  hftTfag  ft  obmB  tttnry  of  bo^odtofciafar  aakeol 

children. 

It  ia  anneoaaiary  to  atato  that  none  of  the  plana  outlined  has  b«vn  adopted  in  this 

Ftavlnee.  In  faet,  onr  i«*ool  lyatem  la  ita  praaaM  farm  ia  scarcely  prepared  for  the  general 
adoption  of  any  one  of  these  plans.  But  it  does  seem  poaribia  to  adopt  the  Atflimtiom  plan 
for  mm/  distrioU  and  the  mandatory  pUn  for  eity  diatriola. 

Kow.in  Mder  to  apply  the  dnidkatian  pha  in  rami  dMrieta,  it  wmld  ba  naeeaaary  to 
obtain  pecuniary  assistance  from  the  LegUlature.  Since  1898  a  grant  of  |800  has  beeu 
ftnnually  made  by  the  Legislature  for  "  travelling  libraries."  A  system  of  travelling  libraries 
ia  an  exedlent  thing,  and  there  are  now  no  less  than  thirty-nine,  of  a  hundred  volumes  each, 
te  tide  in  this  Province.  Bat  the  daimaot  the  rund  aehool  ohikhrenonght  surely  to  be  regarded 
aa  ol  mon  importance  than  tlioeB  of  all  the  adaha  wboaa  tiiaae  fibrariaa  ean  poaaibfy  feaeb. 
Oooae^aantly,  it  does  not  seem  unreasonable  to  suggest  that  if  no  additional  sum  can  be  voted 
liy  tiw  Legislature,  the  "travelling  library"  grant  be  applied  for  a  few  years  at  least  to  tl,e 
pilliiliasii  of  libraries  for  rural  schools  on  the  duplication  plan  similar  to  tliat  adq>ted  in  the 
State  of  Gonneetient  Let  the  boya  and  giris  d  the  rund  achoda  carry  away  with  them 
the  ivMling  haWt  aa  one  d  the  moat  preoioas  gifta  ol  the  aehool  ayatam.  Odldren  who 
form  a  taste  for  good  literature  are  reasonably  safe,  both  intelleotaaUy  and  morally.  "Tha 
person  who  has  learned  how  to  read,  and  not  vihat  to  read,  is  ^  ind  in  a  poaitian  ol  greftt

In 
thia  way  tha  people  of  Loa  AnffeUa  hava  the  aobooki  aad  tba  library  worfckif  tofMhar  ia  tha 
■taMat  banM^r,  aad  aiinMpliihliif  tba  iiaiiaMm  aawaat  of  good  vpoa  dw  aibfaaaai  aiMaat 
of  money,  time  and  energy. 

Thna  for  in  tliis  papor  tba  affort  baa  baan  to  imDttf  tiw  aaad  «f  tba  adiool  Ubraiy  hj 

giving  the  opinion*  of  Mvaral  waU^aowa  -*fnttint<tlt  of  lail  m.  to  oatKaa  tba  phaa 

adop|tadalaawbaia  for  aae«rb«  aoA  Ufaiaijr,  to  aoggcat  meani  of  applying  two  of  theae  pUns  to 
tWa  Ptwrtaoa.  Bat  for  all  tbb  o»tftmtia§,  H  nay  atill  be  neoessary  for  us  to  b  ->ntent  with 
the  means  at  our  own  disposal.  If  tnA  prove  to  be  the  case,  we  must  then  laok  upon 
teachers  and  trustees  aa  the  prima  iiovara  ia  thia  worit.  Abaady  aavaral  taaobe  ,  Jivatotba 
value  of  afew  ahdvaa of  booka ia  tbab aabooh^ ba** lalaad  aaawof  Muneyby avfaaoriptfon or 
by  aehool  antartaiaiBaBta  aad  purchased  hmH  lOraiiaa.  It  bi  la  thi^  wav  that  each  of  suoh 
•rfioola  aa  Oraabrook,  Doeks,  Femie,  Kaalo,  Saadon.  TnV  md  Varwr.  H.'  ame  poaaeaaed  of  a 
small  collection  of  iiooks  (not  always  well  chosen,  howev  '  o  aerve  at  in  additional  edoaa- 
tional  influence  in  the  district.  Where  there  is  a  will  then  a  ahrayaa  way,  aad  tbaaxoallaaea 
ofthaway  wiU  generally  be  in  direct  proportkm  to  dwaaemy  of  tha  win.  AMefalHbniy 
for  a  rural  a^ool  oaa  be  parchaaed  for  120  to  |25  ;  a  $10  library  (or  even  a  #5  one)  should  not 
be  deqpiaed.  After  raising  a  small  library  fund  by  either  of  the  mean*  just  mentioned,  thr, 
first  difliculty  to  confront  the  teacher  will  be  the  proper  selection  of  boaka  for  the>«riednaada 
of  u!.?  school.  Tliia  difficulty  will  no  doubt  be  met  by  tha  ianuuMa^  aa  in  other  Ptofbum, 
of  a  catalogue  of  book*  raoooMaoBdad  for  pubBaaebodHbmriaa.  It  ia  naoeaaary  to  .*3ek  audi 
goidanoe  so  that  tha  Hbraiy  may  be  organiaed  with  a  definite  view  to  future  growth,  aa  well  aa 
witii  a  clear  purpose  to  BMka  it  oontribnte  to  the  school  activitiea  and  to  foater  the  intallactual 
life  of  the  children. 

To  tba  taadur,  tba  l^MUiy,  bowerer  small,  can  be  made  a  meet  important  auxiliary.  To 
biuaelf.  it  may  be  a  souroe  ci  ratertainment,  inspiration  and  instruction,  and  if  it  i*  not  anob, 
neither  he  nor  it  should  be  there.  No  teacher  can  use  a  library  to  advantage  who  doea  not 
care  for  its  contents.  To  entertain  or  ioMfin  other*,  be  maat  be  eotartaiaed  «m1  in^nd 
himself.  The  pupa  ean,tbnM|^  the  BHdiaai  of  booka.  ba  bnN^  bito  toaab  with  thoofbta 
andidealawhoaafaAwaeaoaaafoit  aaaaavwqirflebokat.    Tbo  adad  ia  aok  oidy  to  ba

of  the  subject  any  further,  that  is,  to  continue  a  discussion  of  the  value  of  literature  in  edu- 
cation or  the  educative  value  of  the  use  of  books  and  the  responsibility  of  the  school  in  inq>iriiig 
and  directing  that  use.  That  is  really  another  itory  which  will,  no  doubt,  be  toU  at  hagA 
when  tha  proUem  of  ■ecaring  a  library  for  every  wdwel  in  Uw  ProyiaM  haa  baaa  aatMwto(%
